As thus Afflembled, this Paper fhall now 
for fome time, be an Humble Addrefs to 
them, tho’ not in the Name of all the Pro- 
teftants, and Freeholders in England 5 yet I 
am perfwaded. it fhall be in Terms, that 
not a Man, who has the leaft vallue for the 


Proteftant Religjou, for the Perfon of the 
Queen, or -the Peace of this Nation, but 
fhall, with Hand and Heart, be willing to 
fay AMEN to. 

Ihave now done making Apologies; } 
hope to fay nothing here, that, fhall ftand 
in need of it, unlefs the very Nature of 
the thing itfelf be Criminal; and that Vil 
fubmit, together with the Fortunes and 
Perfon ot the Author, wholly to the Plea< 
{ure of the Houfe, firmly believing, ’cis the 
Matter of Writing, of Manner, that muft 
bea Crime, if any be ; and that it cannot be 
Malum in fe, for an Englifh Freeholder, 
Humbly and with due Refpeét, to Addrefs 
himfelf to the Knights, Citizens, and Burs 
gefles Affembled in Parliament ; to them 
it is that I fpeak, and entirely leave my 
felf to the Cenfure of the Houfe, in whatI 
fhall fay. 

You are Affembled, GENILEMEN, at a 
Time Remarkable in its Circumftances, a- 
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hove all the Nice Junétures that have oc- 
cur’d’ in our Age ; Remarkable for the 
Terrible and Inveterate Strife of Parties 
a Home, fatally Threatning the Nation at 
atime, when it-is otherwife Embara(s‘d, in 
a Tedious and ‘Chargeable War abroad 3 
which tho” God has been pleas’d to Blefs us 
with fome Succefs in, we cannot fay affords 
Pet any ftated Profpeét of its Conclu- 
fion. 

Youare Affembled, Gentlemen, under a 
Circumftance, Our Fathers in the Late 
Reigns, Sigh’d, Mourn’d, and Pray’d for, 
but could never obtain 5 when the frequency 
of your Seifion is pot only fecur’d, but the 
Sovereign concurs in every thing, that can 
be Propos’d, to Confirm, Enlarge, or E- 
ftablifh the Intereft and Liberty of the 
Subje@ 5 and Her Majefty Nobly rejeéts all 
Occafions of, and Importunities for exten- 
ding her Prerogative to the prejudice of 
her People. 

Your Henours are blefs’d with a Thou- 
fand Advantages, which your Anéeftors wan- 
ted, to perfect the Liberty, the Peace and 
Tranquility of this Nation; and nothing 
can obftrué you, but what riles from fuch 
beginnings, as is eafie for you to Crufh, and 
to fecure us from the Confequences, by 
Unhinging, Demolifhiog, and Subduing 
the Caufes, as they are Center'd ina Party, 
who are Enemies to the Government, and 
to the whole Englifob Eftablifhment. Yet with 
al thefe Advantages, Pardon me, Gentle- 
men, to fay you are furrounded with Infi- 
nite Difficulties ; the Nations Diftempers, 
are Arciv’d to fuch Corroded Extremes, 
fuch Gangrenes ahd Mortifications, that 
there feems a more than ordinary Occali- 
on for you to:Smmon, vot 4] your Mem- 
bers -only, bus all your United Skill, to Re- 
medy the Mifchief>-and reftore the Health 
of the Nation. 

Infinjte Divitions, Clafhing Tnterefts, and 
Contending Parties Reign, in every Cor- 
nér of: the: Nation ;- the Fazal Scrifeis crept 
into our Families, our Co-partnerthips, into 
our'Beds 3 we: can agree in’ nothing; & 
Hulband is of one Church, and his Wife of 
another 5 Father againft the Son, and the 
Son againft the Father 3 Quarrcling for we 
fcarce know what 3 Uneafie under Uninter-

rupted Liberty ; withing: for thofe Cha sing 
aa that Ben age we could not bear, if i¢ — 


fbould be laid upon us; defiring we know 
not what, and to be delivered we know not 
how, and from we know not who. 


Pardon, me Gentlemen, to Reprefent to 
your Honours, fome of the Miferable Dif 
putes, Differences, and Diftempers of this 
Nation, with their Original and De 
not as they are laid down at length, by 
Innumerable Pamphlets, Malicious Inye- 
&tives, and Pulpit Lampoons, but Abride’d 
as exaétly as I am-able, and plac’d in the 
trueft Light they will bear, that yeur Hoe 
nours May fee them undifguis’d, and ftript 
Naked, from the Specious Pretences of 
Men, and may judge of them, as to your 
Great Wifdom fhall feem meet. 

No fooner had the Queen, to the Inexe 
prefible Joy of her Subjeéts, made up te 
them, asfar as was poflible, the Unfpea- 
kable Lofs of the Late Great and Glorious 
King Wiliam, by Her Maijefty’s Happy Ac- 
cefon to the Crown; but, as if the Union 
we hoped for, had been at hand, Malti- 
tudes of thofe People, who in King Willi 
am’s Reign Adhered, as they pretended, to 
the Intereft of che Late King Fames, and 
ftood out from confirming by their Oath, the 
Allegiance due tothe Settlement of the 
Government, by Parlimentary Authorijty, 
ona [uddain came in and took the Oaths. 

The Myftery of this Compliance being 
not readily underftood; iI beg leave to 
Explain, and to Appeal to your Honours, 
for the Juftice of my Obferyation. 

Thefe Gentlemen in Concurrence with 
their Party, had form’d one of che moft 
horridly Wieked, tho’ the moft Wretch- 
edly Simple, and Contemptible Plots, a- 
gainft Her Majefty’s Honour, and the 
Englifh Conftitution, that ever Perfons were 
futfer’d, in any Reign or Nation but this, to 
remain Ushang’d for ; and in the Confidence 
of Impofing this on the Queen, and the whole 
‘Natien, they unwarily Noos'd themfelves

The blacknefs of this Defign was indeed 
more clofely conceal’d at firft, and perha 
had ftill been fo, had not the vaft Atlus 
rance of this hafty Party expos’d’ theme 
felves, and by the Grofsnefs of the Abfur- 
dity, difcovered° to the Meaneft Under- 
ftanding, the Vilenefs of their Intention. 

I fhould merit your Honours Cenfure, and 
ought to expeét it, if I fhould in this fo- 
lemn and ferivas Manner, addrefs to your 


_ Great Affembly fo mean a Paper as this, if 


it were not on a Subbje& doubly qualified to 
excufe me. ; 

1. In its being perfeétly new in its Ob- 
fervation, what no former Parliaments have 
ever thought fit to take notice of, at leaft 
in a Parliamentary Manner ; and which no 
Man has yet had Zeal enough for her Maje- 
fty’s Honour, and the Nation’s Safety, to 
lay before you. 

2. In its being of the utmoft concern to 
this Nation, both as it regards the Perfon 
and prefent Reign of her Majefty, and as 
it regards the future Succeffion in the Pro- 
teftant Line; both which are ftruck at in 


this Attempt. 


Thus Qualified, and thus Juftified, I pre- 
fume to go on to-move your Honours toa 
due retrofpeé ypon this mifchievous Defign, 
humbly implorisg your Honours/to admini- 
fier fuch a Cure to this Evil, 2s may effec- 
tually ftrike dead their unform’d Zmbryo of 
Treafon, and render it abortive in its firft 
Conception. : 

The painted Bauble of a Title only 
by Succeffion, with which they pre- 
tended to Compliment the Queen ;. and 
which one ot their Authors in print preten-: 
ded to trace beyond the Extent of 4uthentiek 
Hiftory, had been fomething tolerable ia 
it felf, at leaft it had not been chargeable 
with any thing villanons and treafonable,had 
it not been calculated to deftroy Parliamen- 
tary Power of Limitation, and above all had 
not the fame People atknowledgd the 
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Son of King sfames-to be legally born, an@ 
yet alive, Whom they call'd Prin of w les» 

and mkom the Breach King bas as Impolitickly 

4s Unjuftly ftiled King of England; which, 

if true, mut interrupt all manner of Claim 

in her Majefty by Rightof Succeffion, and - 
drive the Queen to the fcandalous Citcum- 

ftance of poffeffing what was the Right of 

another, 

This Happy Abfordity having blown up 
all the Plot, expofed their Detign, and drove 
them £o their Shifts; to make the reft plaufi- 
ble, they fly to ayet more naked and ridi- 
culous Projsét than the former, and propofe, 
that by a popular Affent her Majefty thall be 
acknowledg’d Queen in poffeffion, to enjoy 
it for'life, and that then it fhall revert to 
the Male- Line of King Fames,as the Rights 
ful Inheritor..:, 

And “tis of this Proje&, as well as of their. 
Party, that I prefume to cry out, to your Ho- 
nours, in the Words of the Text, TREASON, 
TREASON ! 

1. Treafon againft. the Queen, who enjoy: 
ing the Englifh Crown, with the beft Title 
that ever Prince Reign’d by, is attempted: 
upon by a Party; Fir/t, To be declar’d a U-- 
furper, and then to enjoy the-Crown by.a pre- 

carious Neceffity, only becaufe foe bas its, 
Own the Right to be in another, and appoint. 
it.to be reftor’d at her Death 3 leaving that. 
Party nothing todo but té compleat the Nas. 
tion’s Ruin, in fome Poifon, Affaffination,, 
or other Mifchief, as they pleafed.. _ 
_ 26 Treafon againft the Conftitution and Peo- 
ple of England, in difowning that legal Au- 
thority of Parliament, to limit the Succefii- 
on of the Crown, which has in all Ages been, 
known and allow’d as part of the Funda 
mental Law of this Land. 

Thefe are Treafons which never. before 
went unpunifh’d in this Nation, and which. 
lie more immediately within the Cognifance,, 
and wait forthe Cenfure of your honourable 
Affembly, that the Crown of England, the 
Power of Parliament, and all the blefled 
Effeéts of them on the Nations Liberties, 
tay not be made precarious and uncertain 5 
or indeed admit of any Difpute by People 
whole. mifchievous Defigns appear plainly 
to drive at the urhinging the Enghfh Con- 
ftitution, and introducing the Bondage of Fo 
reign Tyrants and Impoftorss a 


The late Parliament, May it pleafe your 
dZongurs to ee Enatted, * That it fhould 
“ be Treafon for any Perfon by Word or 
“ Writing co deny or Difpate the Lawfulnefs 
* of the BrotefantSucceifiun,as it is fettled 
“ on the {luitrious Houle of annover. A 
Law on which che Security of the Proteftant 
Religion and the Liberties of England have fo 
entice a Dependance, that no Englifh Subjeét, 
faithful to the Intereft of his Native Coun- 
try, and.regarding his lofterity, but muft 
be very much movd to fee daily infring’d, 
trampled on, and reje€ted. The Settlement 
of the Englifh Crown being openly ipfulted 
in feondalous weekly Papers, pretending 
to prove the Succeffion of Monarchy to be 
inherent, unalterable, and not to be fuper- 
feded,. limited or interrupted 5 any human 
Law, Statute, or A& of ‘Parliament to the 
contrary in anywife notwithftanding, 

If being heartily concern’d at thefe open 
Infults, both of the Title of her, Majefty, 
now Reigning, the Settlement on the IBu- 
firious Blood ofour Kings yet to Reiga; and 
upon the fundamental conftituting Power of 
Parliament, the Bafis and Foundation of 
Englith Liberty, be a Crime; the Author 
of this profeffes himfelf to be willfully and 
premcditatedly Guilty, and under the un- 
happy Neceffity of continuing fo, as’ his moft 
Natural Duty to his Country, to his Pofteri- 
ty, and to his Soveraiga. 

As tothe Crime of laying this at your Ho- 
nours Feet, and imploring in behalf-of alt 
the Ereeholders of England your Honours 
Concern for it; he appeals to your Honours 
to Decide it, aad humbly craves leave with-

§ Words of Freedom and Safety to England. 
To whom fhall the Freeholders of England 
go, but to thelr Reprefentatives in Parlia- 
ment ; to whom complain, but to them tc 
whom all Powér of relieving them is, next 
to Jupremz Infinite Power, committed. 

1 can therefore conceive no fear of your 
Honours Refentment, while I moft humbly 
addre(s ycur Honcurs, by fome A& of your 
own, and {uch as to yourWifdom fhall be moft
